‘* French people! Ye who henceforth will only be 
called by the name of the Great Nation it is neceflary to 
recalt to your indignant minds, that had it not been for 
barbarous and favage conquerors, you never would have 
known the fhame of having groaned under kings. 

_ © Fora long time, the objec at once of the terror 
and veneration of the Romans ; free and happy in our 
fertile fields, you knew no other mafter, but the fim- 
plicity of your laws—Governed by Magiftrates elected 
by yourfelves freely in the Champ de Mars, you ‘were 
even then an example for other nations ; when the 
favage hordes: of the north ravaged your plains, and 
brought with them tyrants and fetters~-What a contraft 
with the purity of your manners! What crimes un- 
known to your anceftors Gifyraced the mea whom 
crowns and purple plunged into indolence, and who, 
flaves themfelves to their Minifters, were one after a- 
nother driven from their thrones.

REVOLUTION IN SWITZERLAND. 
LETTER FROM M. OCHS, ENVOY FROM BASLE, TO RIS 
CONSTITUENTS. 
Magnificent and Powerful Lords, 

This is probably the laft time thefe antiquated titles 
fhall -ftrike the ears of your excellencies.—I cannot 
diffemble the pleafure I have in renouncing them my- 
felf, and in cherifhing the hope that the endearing title 
of Citizen is foon to fucceed them. 

I confider the Revolution in Switzerland as comple- 
ted. The.different Cantons, their dependencies, and 
fome of their allies, will, I hope, foon form a Demo- 
cratic and Reprefentative Republic. Threats, boaft- 
ings, itregular meafures which may be thoughtfingeni- 
ous and firm, petty fhifts, miferable intrigues, may per- 
haps retard the crifis, and even render it troublefome : 
But thefe means will not prevent the Revolution from 
being carried into effect. The decree is paffed. Defti- 
ny feems to have declared the end of all degrading arif- 
tocracies. 

It is honourable for my Canton to be the firft which 
gave the example to Switzerland. I am informed of 
the rapidity with which our fubject States, which, thank 
Heaven, will foon ceafe to be fo, proceed in the career 
of their ersancipation. They are as it were eleétrified. 
They have ceafed to fear, or to be the dupes of our 
fineft exhortations. ‘They begin to believe that the 
Great Nation does not love our ariftocracy—that its 
‘government is not divided in opinion with refpeét to us. 
They are no’ longer perfuaded that 100,000 Ruffians 
are marching towards the Rhine, or that the caufe of 
oligarchies is the caufe of God. ‘They feel that they 
are men, and recolleé& that their anceftors and theni- 
felves have done every thing for us, and that we have 
done nothing for them. They have difcovered that 
they want a guarantee for the futute, and that this gua- 
rantec can only be found in the equality of political 
rights, a conftitution refting on: that bafis, and, above all 
new elections, ; 

Again, and for the laft time, I {peak to you on the 
real interefts of the country. Declare, then, by a for- 
mal decree, 

I. That there are no longer any fubjeéts.
